French Army commanded by. the Duke of Burgundy 
is march’d from Langenfheydel towards Haguenan 
and ake faid Duke afriv'd ar 
asburg ; from whence, the report continues that, 
he will return to. Paris: In their Retreat they 
plunder’d all the: Villages. Deferters come daily 
to Landau and Germerfheim, who report that the 
French Army defigns to pafs the Rhine at Fort Louis; 
But all che Pofts thereabouts are fo well provid 
for Defence, that ‘tis believ’d the Enemy will hardly 
venture on fuch an Enterprife. The Margrave of 
Bareith is mov’d towardsNordlingen ‘and Difchingen, 
in order to--be-mearer-to the Prince of Baden ; and 
fome fay, he has already joyn'd him, and. that they 
advanc’d towards the Marfhal de Villars, who lay 
entrench’d between Lauingen.and Dillingen, and 
who thereupon pafs’d theDanube,is march’d towards 
Ausburg, and is follow’d by the Imperialifts. The 
Detachment of the Troops of Weftphalia and. Mun- 
fter, led- by the. Generals Hockkirken and Nagel 
are artiv’d’ between Wisbaden and Hochft, aud will 
march to Day or to morrow to.the Lines near Lan- 
dau. 5 Pruffian, Regiments commanded by the 
Prince of Anhalt Deffau, ate come within 8 or 10 
Leagues of this City. P. $S. A Report is jaft now 
fpread that the City of Aufpurg has.deliver'd up one 
of her Gates to the Bavarians ; but it requires Con- 
frmation. General Aulfats has poffefs’d himfelf of 
Ambach. 
. Some Advices from Germany fay, 
a Pafs in Tyrol,is furrendred to the Bavarians.

Lieutenant General 
Churchill, who arriv’d here to day with feveral Of- 
ficers, intends to fet out-to morrow for the Camp. 
The French Army lyes within a League and an half 
of ours, having a Morais before them, and their 
Lines behind them, 
| From-the Army, of the Allies commanded by the Duke 
ef Marlborough, encamp'd at Vorfelacr, daly 16. 
¥ekcrday ate heard-great Shooting 
towards Flanders; : which we fuppofe to be General 
Coehorn’s attacking Fore Bedmat; the taking of 
which Place would open a Communication between 
the Body he commands and Hulft. Yefterdey like- 
wife Count Zinzendorf arriv’d here from Maeftricht; 
The Convoy of Horfe that was fent out to. conduct 
him hither met a Party of French Foor, 3 of which 
they kill'd and took 12 Prifoners. On the 13th our 
Left Wing forrag’d ; the Convoy that guarded them, 
commanded by the Earl of Albemarle, took 40 of 
the Enemies Prifoners. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated July 17. 

Fort Philippine; July 9. At Ghent, Bruges, Cour- 
tray,Mechlin,andLouvain,Te Deum has been Sung by 
the Enemy for the Victory they pretend to have 
won at Eckeren : The Spanifh Regiment of Foot of 
Benavides, the Collonel of which was kill’d, fuf- 
fer’d very much. in that Action. The Marquefs of 
Wefterlo was wounded, and the Duke de Bournon- 
ville was fhor through the Body, and, ’tis reported, is 
fince dead. On the 6th the Count de la Motte 
marfch’d out of Ghent, with a Body of Troops to- 
wards Bruges, andon the 8th was follow’d by @ol- 
lonel Jacques Pafteur with his Regiment of Dra- 
goons, 150 of which he loft in the Fight atEckeren ; 
The fame day 12 Pieces of Cannon and 6 Waggons 
loaded with Ammunition were fent from Ghenr to 
be difpos’d on the Canal of Bruges. 

Hague, July 14. An Exprefs fent hither by Ge- 
neral Coehorn, brought advice yefterday Morning, 
that the Fort of Kieldrecht was taken by a Detach- 
ment of the Troops commanded by Monfieur Schra- 
tenbach ; This Fort is fituate between Liefkenfhoek 
and Hulft ; the Garrifon confifting of 54 Soldiers, 
4 Officers, and 2 Sergeants, furrendred on Difcre- 

tion; we had only 1 Man kill’d and 2 wounded 
‘before ic. 
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Hague, July 16. Letters fiom Bergen op Zoom 
of Yetterday tell us, that General Coehorn has taken 
the Forts Bedmar and St. John, but no Exprefs con- 
cerning it being come to the States, we fufpend our 
belief of it. From the Camp at Lillo they write, 
That the Frefich have fent a Detachment over the 
Bridge of Antwerp, to endeavour to relieve Fort 
Bedmar ; that our Forces are making a Bridge not 
far from Lief kenfhoek ; and that General Spaar lyes 
encamp’d near Fort Kieldrech.
